Catholic Picnic. 
Bishop Speaks Eloquently on 


Good Citizenship.

Bishop Conaty addressed 15,000 Cath- | 4 


Olics gathered for the annual church 
picnic at Redondo yesterday. The oc- 
was a most successful one. 
From 7 o'clock in the morning until 
late in the afternoon the cars of the 
Los Angeles and Redondo and the Los 
Angeles-Pacific railways were packed 
with people bound for the beach. 

The exercises opened at 10:30 in the 
auditorium, when Mayor Lechner made 
an address of welcéme. At its conclu- 
sion, Joseph Mesmer, who presided, 
intro4uced the bishop, who spoke of 
the suties of Catholics as churchmen 
and citizens and referred to the great 
growth of the church in wealth and 
influence and to the extent of its educa- 
tional and charitable work. 

One million, two hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars are invested in charit- 
able institutions in Los Angeles, he 
said; $1,190,000 in schools, of which 
$930,000 is in the city and $260,000 in 
the county, and the urches represent 

000 more. 

There are 7000 Catholics in Los An- 
geles county today, he added. There 
are fourteen parishes in the city and 
twenty-six more in the county. In the 
city are nine schools and in the coun- 
ty, seven, with 3700 pupils. Continuing 
the bishop said: 

GENEROUS SACRIFICES. 

“Notwithstanding that we, as citi- 
zens, contribute our full share to the 
State schools, yet because we believe 
that they do not furnish that which 
we consider essential in education, 
which we believe to be necessary for 
our moral development, we make gen- 
erous sacrifices to maintain a system 
of schools which we are not ashamed 


to place in competition with the very 
best outside. And this in no spirit of 
antagonism,, but because of a con- 


scientious desire to have the child re- 
ceive that education in morality which, 
according to our view, cannot be given 
xcept in schools under the direction 
of the church. 

“We are called to loyalty to our 
church, and that loyalty begets loy- 
aity to all that our country stands for. 
We are traitors to our church if we 
flagrantly violate its commands, disre- 
gard its laws, contemn its precepts, 
just as we are traitors to our coun- 
try when, by our acts. we disregard 
its laws, violate its principles and de- 
liberately destroy its foundations. 

“There is a loud call for service, 
service to our God and to our fellow- 
man. The apostolate of truth bids us 
enlist in its service, that falsehood 
may not prevail. As Catholics, we are 
called to an apostolate that will bring 


the church to the attention of sincere! 


and honest minds and keep Christian- 
ity in the lives of men. 

“We need more and more to realise 
that the Catholic c h is a mighty 
bulwark of stren to the state. It 
builds in the ho those domestic loves 
which are the source of a nations s 
manhood. and womanhood. It main- 
tains the unity and indissolubility of 
the marriage tie. It is not afraid to 
take its place in antagonism to dtvorec; 
u is not afraid to call its children to 
task for the violatjon of its laws, and 
to maintain the integrity of its doc- 
trine against assaults of rationalism 
and infidelity and the vagaries of what 
is known as the new religion.” 

TRIBUTE TO PIUS X. 

The bishop paid his tribute to Pope 
Pius X and declared that he would 
rank among the foremort pontiffs of 
history. especially in his great work 
of reorganization of the church forces, 
reform of discipline, modernization of 
methods and in his firm stand against 
modern heresy and pernicious doctrines. 

At the conclusion of the address Jo- 
seph Mesmer called for three cheers 
for the bishop and the audience re- 
sponded with enthusiasm.

ANSWER. Sample No. 1 is simply 
impure calcite with iron oxides. No. 
2 is magnetite only. Bismuth is a vola- 
tile substance, and B.B., on 
bismuth ores deposit a crust, in part 
white, and orange yellow, without col- 
oring the flame. Ores of bismuth are 
heavy (sp. gt.) Many of them melt in 
the flame of a candle. In an open tube 
with heat the powdered ore deposits 
a white sublimate. Bismuth ores dis- 
solve in nitric acid and a white preci- 
tate falls by largely diluting the acid 
solution with water. | 
‘For tin. in solution: Place a strip 
of zinc and one of platinum in the so- 
lution and boll the mechanical mix- 
ture. “If metallic scales lie on the 
zinc it’s either tin or antimony pres- 
ent.” If antimony, the platinum foil 
will turn dark. Not so for tin. 

B. B., place a little powdered ore of 
tin. gad to the powdered ore some 
carbonate of soda, apply the flame, 
and obtain a white-coated button (one 
or many) of metallic tin. A little cy- 
anide of potassium added to carbon- 
ate of soda will make a better flux 
for tin than soda alone. The mixed 
flux is more oxydizing, agd gathers 
many microscopical tin buttons into 
one button only.

APPLICATIONS FOR PATENTS 
SHOW FAITH OF OWNERS.

Outlook in Mining Territory Trib- 
utary to Tonopah & Tidewater Raii- 
road is Excellent—Los Angeles 
Men Perfecting Title to Extensive 
Nitre Beds. 


(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 


SILVER LAKE, Aug. 20.—That the 
desert country opened up by the To- 
nopah and Tidewater Railroad is to be 
the scene of extensive and permanent 
development is attested in several ways. 


Not only is work being pushed vigor- 
ously in many excellent prospects, even 
during the heated term, but permanent 
improvements in the way of expensive 
machinery and buildings for the better 
explorations of the precious metal 
ledges which abound are being con- 
stantly installed. Moreover, the faith in 
the permanency of the values found 
are being demonstrated in other ways. 
Acquirement of final title in a claim 
is a better indication of the faith of the 
owner than mere exploration work. 

Recent mention was made in this 
department of The Times of the sur- 
veying and application for patent of a 
number of claims and a millsite by the 
Crackerjack Bonanza Gold Mining 
Company, whose holdings lie twelve 
miles west of Silver Lake. About 
thirty-five miles farther north in the 
battlemented cafion of the Amargosa, 
the extensive nitrate beds, owned by 
Los Angeles men, are now being sur- 
veyed for patent. While the locations 
of the company embrace over 5000 
acres, only about half this area will 
at present be included in this applica- 
tion for patent. An expenditure of over 
$10,000 is necessary in thus securing 
government title to a portion of this 
great deposit of nitre, lying on both 
sides of the dividing line between San 
Bernardino and Inyo counties. 

A few miles still further north, and 
in the vicinity of the famous Tecopa 
mines in the Kingston range, William 
H. Beck of Oakland, has recently had 
surveyed for patent six claims, officially 
designated as the [ron Gossan Consol- 
idated Mine and Milisite. This is a 
copper property according to the pres- 
ent showing. As soon as patent is 
obtained extensive exploration work 
will be renewed.

shown that the Rand mines have given 
the enormous output of 31,000.00, 000 
since the inception of development in 
1887. Dividend disbursements from 
January 1 to June 30, have  totailed 
$20,000,000, or at an annual rate of $40.- 
000.000. For the past seven months 
Goldfield has distributed a little more 
than $900,000, an annual rate of about 
$1,509,000. Of course it is the privilege 
of the free-born American, especially 
the Nevada mine operator, to throw up 
his and ciaim the earth, but con- 
fession is sometimes good even for the 
soul of the booster, and statistics are 
somewhat chilling in their bare naked- 
ness. However, Goldfield has rio cause 
to be ashamed of the showing she has 
made.

HY A ZOO? 


The City Council is considering the question 
of purchasing animals to establish a permanent 


city maintain such an establishment? Why, indeed, 
should wild beasts be penned up anywhere, for any 
purpose? 
In the days of Daniel, and of Nero, when it was 
the custom for the rulers of the earth to dispose of 
their enemies, or their unfortunate favorites, by 
tossing them into a den of lions, and when the _peo- 
ple were trained to enjoy the bloody sports of the 
arena, the caging of wild animals for the aquse- 
ment of the populace was in keeping with the spirit 
of the times. The people frankly enjoyed the roar- 
ings of their raging beasts; enjoyed the sight of 
human beings torn asunder, or wild animals tear- 
ing each other to shreds. But we are supposed to 
have reached a higher plane of existence. We pride 
ourselves upon our growing humanitarianism 
and justice and our finer sensibilities. We object to 
the inconsiderate handling of the meanest street 
cur by the pound officials; we establish hospitals for 
our pets; we talk of asylums for homeless, unde- 
sired animals. 
And yet we look upon “zoos” and menageries as 
educational institutions, quite necessary for the 
instruction of our children and the information of 
the public. And a properly conducted 
garden, with abundant room and proper environ- 
ment, might perhaps serve some useful purpose. 
But the ordinary zoo or menagerie, which shuts the 
beasts up in cages and subjects them to a life of 
constant discomfort and annoyance, is an object 
lesson in cruelty and inconsiderateness which coun- 
any possible gain to be acquired from it. 
We take animals from their natural state and 
environment, subject them to long a intensely 
trying voyages, bring them into unwonted climates, 
give them unnatural foods, and torture them into 
submission by training which must .often, neces- 
sarily, be cruel. We deprive them of their liberty 
and give them in place of their free, native forest, 
desert, or jungle, an iron cage, barely large enough 


by God-given instinct, free, wild and fearful, where 
they can by no means escape the constant staring 
of human eyes, the constant teasing of human 
voices, the constant tantalizing of human brutes; 
we pen animals which are antagonistic, by age-long 
breeding in close proximity—all to gratify our 
curiosity. No one who has watched the lion, king 
of beasts, traveling endlessly back and forth, back 
and forth, in a cage scarcely more than his own 
length; no one who has seen the leopard restlesaly 
padding to and fro, hour after hour, or the mag- 
nificent Bengal tiger, crouching in the farthest cor- 
ner of his cage and glaring with angry, puzzled 
eyes at the passing throngs, wonders that some- 
times these majestic beasts rise in wrath upon 
their keepers, or rave madly at their confinement. 
The sight of the Polar bears in Lincoln Park, Chi- 
cago, on a hot day, stepping, stepping, constantly 
back and forth upon a cake of ice, scarcely large 
enough for standing room, with tongue hanging out 


| and panting for breath, is a lesson in cruelty which 


goes far to undo the teaching of the schools and 
the humane societies’ No more pitiful object oa 
earth can be found than the deer confined in a . 
huddied in motionless despair, as they dream of 
the mountains and the freedom they have lost. 
Even the monkey folk, in spite of their antics, are a 
touching sight, when one remembers the forest tops 
that are their natural habitat. 


capture free creatures and confine the. bor life in 
quarters which would madden domestic or human 
animals? Can the sight of these animals in cap- 
tivity, cut off from all their natural environment, 
give our children any knowledge which offsets tho 
lesson in cruelty thus taught? Can the sight of 
creatures deprived of liberty, made slaves and 
sufferers, teach any lesson more impressive than 
that of the power of the stronger brother over the 
weaker? In our boasted “land of liberty,” are not 
such sights an anomaly? 

It might be well for some of our societies for the 
prevention of cruelty to animals to look into this 
subject and make the condition of animals already 
confined a matter of investigation. And we hope 
the city fathers will do some more thinking before 
they purchase a “man-eating” tiger for the city 
“200.” 


ACH AMERICANISM. 

The American government is a peculiar sys- 

tem. American ideals differ widely from those of 
all other nations. Our civilization is unique in 
many important points. 
Into the population of the country there are born 
year by year about 1,000,000 children, and these 
are growing up into mature men and women. We 
get from abroad some years as many as 1,000,000 
immigrants of all ages, from all nations and of all 
conditions of life and of mental development, 

This is a popular government, in which every 
male citizen has an equal voice. The stability of 
the government and the perfection or imperfection 
of its administration depend on the citizens’ under- 
standing of fundamental principles and in the share 
they feel they have in good government. 

These things being so, what can be more impor- 
tant to teach all who are to exercise the privileges 
of citizenship than the meaning and the working 
of the principles which underlie the government? 

How much do we try to teach these things in our 
system of education? Very, very little. The schools 
give a smattering of dead languages, which is never 
of a particle of use to one out of a hundred of those 
who waste time on the Latin subjunctive and irreg- 
ular verbs of Greek. Months of time are spent 
in learning the skeletons of history, ancient and 
modern, in which all seen are the names of a few 
swashbucklers, and of the places where they 
slaughtered their victims. Other months are wasted 
in acquiring a mere smattering of one to a half- 
dozen sciences. 3 | 

The Times would not belittle sound learning. No 
man was ever too highly educated or knew too 
much. But we cannot know all there is to learn 
in these days of multifarious sciences, of literary 
and historical research. Therefore, it all comes to 
the point of determining which subjects are most 
essential, which will do most for the average boy or 
girl, and for the country as a whole. 

If this conclusion is acquiesced in we think it 
must follow that, after skill in reading printed lan- 
guage, understanding the meaning of its terms, 
writing it in in artistic way and mastering the art 
of counting ‘(arithmetic for short) nothing should 
take precedence of a pretty thorough knowledge of 
the system of government under which we live, 
whose principles depend for their proper applica- 
tion so much on our own actions as citizens. 

And what do our schools do in this direction? 
Next to nothing. The books which treat of the 
science of government are too elementary and con- 
fine themselves too much to small details. They 
go into practical applications, explaining how leg- 
islators are chosen, how Supervisors are selected 
the duties of Mayors of cities, and similar matters 
which must be learned in daily contact in life and 
are not fundamental in any way. Not much atten- 
tion is given even to these jejune treatises so lack- 
ing in all that concerns basic principles. There are 
colleges where the Constitution of the United States 
is not made a text-book for one week in the four- 
years’ course. If it is, the most done is to impress 
a knowledge of the modus operandi of administra- 
tion, the way of choosing officials, and matters of 
this kind. It is certainly important that the embryo 
citizen should know these things. But he soon 
learns them when he begins to take an active in- 
rest in politics.

What we need in our schools is a system of in- 
struction which would go to the bottom of the sub- 
ject, explain why our government is as it is. It ‘s 
important to know that the Federal government is 
divided into three independent branches, and that 
those entrusted with the duty of making laws must 
submit their work to the judicial branch, which de- 
cides whether or not a law is in accord with the 
Constitution, and that the executive branch alone 


has power to put laws into force. But it is more 


important to have the young citizen understand why 
these functions of government are separate and 
why each department is independent of the others. 
Why was our system thus framed by the fathers? 
It is something to know that members of the House 
of Representatives are chosen every two years, 
while Senators serve for six; that the House goes 
out of existence every two years, while the Senate 
is a perpetual body. Every intelligent 


by a direct vote, while Senators are chosen by the 
Legislatures of the several States. But it is much 


more important that citizens should have a clear 


conception of the wisdom which set these checks 
and counterchecks of one branch of the government 
on the others. How many of our school teachers 
could tell why members of. the House of Repre- 
sentatives are elected by a direct vote and that each 
Heuse goes out of existence each two years, while 
Senators are chosen to serve for six years, and that 
the Senate is a perpetual body? How many school 
teachers could’ explain the wisdom of having Fed- 
eral judges appointed by the President, holding of- 
fice for life, and making ‘the Supreme Court a per- 
fect Gibraltar of conservatism? 

There is a tendency to drift away from the sys- 
tem of government which has worked so admirably 
for nearly a century and a half. This would not be 
so marked if our people understood the profound 
considerations which swayed the minds of the ex- 
ceptionally great statesmen who made the system 
130 years ago. | 


HE “PILING UP” MISTAKE. 

The greatest mistake the man of today makes 
is to pile up on himself a multitude of duties and 
obligations outside of his regular occupation in life. 
This is the mistake, when committed, that wears 


the modern man to the bone, leaves him, fallen, a 
nervous wreck by the wayside and sends him to 


an early grave. 


The shoemaker should stick to his last. He will 


be a better shoemaker for doing so. He can't mend 


and make shoes well if he also undertakes to serve 
on every committee that is out looking for members. 
He will soon find that the task of keeping his cus- 
tomers satisfied—thus assuring bread and butter 
for his family—and his attendance on a hundred 
‘other tasks is too much for him. About the best he 
can do is to stick to his bench, read the papers, vote 
right on election days and go out occasionally of 
an evening. 

There is a certain class of men and women whose 


conditions in Jife make them peculiarly fitted to at- 


tend to public and semi-public affairs, and it is to 
them that such matters may be left. The rest of 
us can keep tab on them, and when they go wrong 
take a day off to switch them back into the right 
paths again, or put others in their places. In the 
meantime, let us reverd ourselves as shoemakers 
and stick to our lastz, doing our civic duty faith- 
fully as an “aside.” 

It is with nothing short of pity that we observe 
the hard-worked artisan, doctor o lawyer running 
hither and thither the whole day and night trying 
to attend to everybody's business as well as his 
own. He is making a great mistake and doing that 
which it is wholly unnecessary for him to do, 

“Doing politics” takes up a lot of time. Let 
whoever will make “doing politics” a trade and let 
us hold such persons to the same strict account in 
that business that we hold the lawyer and the doc- 
tor, the butcher, baker and candlestick maker in 
theirs. When they fail to perform their work prop- 
erly let us “fire” them and hire others

Mr. Cannon's personal fortune, like 
his political fortune, was not acquired 
by the exercise of imagination. His 
million dollars is due to nickels, thrift, 
a few more nickels, a little more 
thrift, and the happy accident of a 
younger brother who turned out to be 
a real financial genius on a small- 
town scale.

The boy saw the mighty river and

Everywhere—in the 
books he has written, in the learned 
societies here and in Europe of which 
he is a member and in the scientific 
and offici€l records of the government— 
he is always and only W J McGee. 
After politely fencing with him for 
five minutes, I suddenly asked: “But

WAS NEVER BAPTIZED. 

“My dear sir,” he replied, I have 
never undergone ,that solemn and pe- 
culiar ceremony.” 

Forty-eight emjnent Americans, in- 
cluding capitalists like James J. Hm 
and Andrew Carnegie, scientists like 
John Hays Hammond, leaders of labor 
like John Mitchell, and public men like 
Senators Newlands and Beveridge have 
been made members of the new Fed- 
eral commission on the conservation of 
natural resources.

UPSET THE ICH THEORY. 

1 found, in trying to understand 
the two glacial formations in the high 
bands of the Mississippi, that scientific 
men held to the belief that ice piled up 
at the poles had caused the earth to 
tilt and thus had changed its axis from 
time to time. Movable poles, there- 
fore, had caused immense quantities of 
ice to be spread over a good part o 
Europe and North America. I 
couldn't accept this theory of the sci- 
entists and while making the geologi- 
cal survey in lewa I wrote a sixty- 
five-page pamphiet in which I proved 
that the tilting of the earth and the 
shifting of its axis in the manner de- 
scribed by scientists was a physical 


impossibility. 

was now 25 years of age, and 
looked upon the pamphiet as my grad- 
uating thesis and the certificate which 
admitted me into the delights and la- 
bors of professional science. After I 
became attached to the United States 
Geological Survey I studied the Po- 
tomac River and the coastal regions of 
the lower Atlantic in order to extend 
my knowledge of the Mississippi. Then 
I took up anthropology, or the science 
of mankind, getting into my mind a 
picture of the human race, its strug- 
gies and triumphs, and a deeper com- 
prehension of the purpose and achieve- 
ments of time.” 

“What is meant by the conserva- 
tion of natural resources?” I 
hat the waste and improper use 
of water, forests, minerals, and land 
be stopped. Considering to be 
the greatest of all values the first set- 
tlers chopped down their trees that 
they might plant their flelds to corn, 
wheat, and fodder for their stock. 
Then came the discovery of coal and 
iroh and another base of value was 
added to our resources. So we became 
a nation of farmers and manufactur-

“Settlers east of the Mississippi River 
nearly always built their cabins near a 
spring or a stream of clear water. As 
the surrounding forests were cut away 
the springs disappeared and the 
streams became torrents in the spring 
and autumn and vanished altogether 
in summer. Floods are not the natural 
operations of nature. Man came in 
with his ax to get at the soil and to 
build houses and towns, and nature's 
equilibrium being disturbed there were 
seasons of riot in water; now too much, 
and again none whatever. 

FLOODS CAN BE STOPPED. 
“The floods of the Mississippi can be 
stopped entirely. So can the floods of 
every other river in the country. Trees 
are nature's one and only preventive. 
We see the visible destruction of a 
flood, towns inundated and farms 
swept bare of buildings and crops, but 
the invisible destruction is infinitely 
worse. The waste of water is by all 
odds the greatest question of the age. 
We waste it because we fall to under- 
stand its value and its uses. Water 
has given to every city lot in the coun- 
try and to every acre of agricultural 
land 90 per cent. of their market value. 
Yet if there is too much water the 
land is practically worthless. So water 
must be regulated. Arid must 
bé irrigated. Swamps muat drained. 
Streams must be controlled and kept 
within their channels. 

“The new era in transportation 
which I thought a hundred years away 
is at hand. A deep channel is to ex- 
tend from the Great Lakes to the Gulf 
of Mexico, and huge battleships will |

At 
the present rate of consumption we 
shall have no coal in 200 years and no 
more fron ore a century hence. When 
the old miner took out one ton of coal 
he left three tons in the d. Mod- 
ern methods, however, ve reduced 
the waste to 50 per cent. Moreover, 
only 10 per cent. of the potential energy 
of coal is obtained by our best steam 
engines—the ordinary engine gets only 
5 per cent. The waste of. coal, you 
see, is even worse than the waste of 
water. Coal cannot be replaced. Water 
can be used over and over again, and 
it never wears out.“

“I am content to plod with these Ital- 
fen scientists,” says Hamiin Garland, 
in the August Everybody's. “Let us es- 
tablish one supernormal fact and then 
reach for another. You fellows with 
your reincarnations, and the spiritual- 
ist with his foolish messages from Cleo- 
patra, Raphael and Shakespeare, have 
confused the situation. ‘We must be- 
gin all over again. 

“To study frogs and mosquitoes, to 
peer close into the constitution of 
the blood or the brain of man, i con- 
sidered useful by our schools; but to 
my mind, the questions raised by these 
Continental experimentaliste are the 
most vital now clamoring for answer. 

“Prhaps the secret of death is the 
ultimate secret, which will forever al- 
lure us. Of this I am fully persuaded: 
Men will be discovering new laws of 
nature ten thousand years from now, 
just as they are doing today. It is 
inconceivable that the secrets of the 
universe should ever be made entirely 
plain. Nothing is really explained— 
what we call familiar facts are ai bot- 
tom inexplicable mysteries, and must 
ever remain so. 

“Who knows but the observations 
of Morselli, of Bottazzi and Foa, have 
opened new vistas in human nature?

Furthermore, 
these reports come at a time when a 
hard and fast literalism of interpre- 
tation is the fashion among our scien- 
tists.

Found! 2000 Miles of Mountains. 

The most important discovery we 
made in traversing diagonally the 
whole of Tibet was the gigantic chain 
of mountains we crossed by the Sela 
Pass, which is over 19,090 feet high. 
How little this chain of mountains had 
hitherto been dreamed of is evident 
from, among other things, the sup- 
position indulged in by Sir Thomas 
Holdrich in his book, Tibet the Mys- 
terlous.“ that the great central laeks 
(Dangra Yuma Tso, Nganzi Eso, etc.) 
were the sources of the Brahamapu- 
tra’s northern tributaries—that is to 
say, that there was a stretch of rela- 
tively flat country where in reality 
we found there was one of the highest 
ranges of mountains in the whole 
world, a chain which can be compared 
only with the Himalayas and their 
kind. The chain known as Nin Chen 
Tangla, which is situated south of 
the Tengri Nor, was well known and 
had been crossed’ by Littledale and 
several others, but no one knew that 
this chain stretched for close upon 
twelve hundred miles to west- 
northwest, as I now discovered. It is

ICTORIA FALLS.—The financial arrangements for 
harnessing the Niagara of the Zambesi have been 
completed. Within the past few months a London 
syndicate has been formed, with a paid-up capital of 


$15,000,000, and surveys are now making for the installa- 


tion of one of the greatest electrical plants of the world. 
The various power companies of the Rand have been 
purchased, and the new syndicate practically controls 
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the power possibilities of South Africa. The works 
which it has in operation about Johannesburg and in 
the gold mines will pay something like $400,000 a year 
above their operating expenses, and it is planned to 
transmit the enormous force of Victoria Falls by wire, 
not only to the Transvaal, but everywhere within a ra- 
dius of 600 miles from this point. 


I have already written of the beauty and grandeur of 
Victoria Falls. They surpass Niagara in their scenic 
effects, and the engineers claim that they surpass it also 
in the mighty force with which these millions of tons of 
water drop down upon the rocks. They fall with a thun- 
der like that of artillery. The noise can be heard ten 
miles away, and the spray on a bright day goes up to a 
height of 1200 feet in clouds or pillars of mist which are 
visible for fifty miles around. . 


As to the exact force of the falls, this is a matter of

Business on the Zambesi. 


I stopped at one of the chief mouths of the Zambesi 
on my way down the coast. The river divides as it 
nears the ocean, and until recently the chief entrance 
to it was at Quilimane, a town on the Kwa-kwa River, 
fourteen miles from the sea, This is now separaied 
from the Indian Ocean by a bar, and the easiest ap- 
proach is by the Chinde mouth. There is a bar there 
also, but small steamers go over it and bring the goods 
from the ocean vessels which anchor outside, During 
our stay the water was so rough that passengers had 
to be taken on and off in a basket. 


From Chinde one can go up the Zambesi and its trib- 
utaries by boat. There are three transportation compa- 
nies, and the vessels start inland shortly after the ar- 
rival of every ocean steamer. Some of them go into 
the Shire River and on into Nyasaland. Chinde is, in 
fact, the gate to that British colony, and all goods and 
passengers for it are landed there. The trip inland is 
slow and affected somewhat by the condition of the 
river, and there is now talk of building a railroad 
which shall go to Blantyre, the capital of Nyasaland. 
Blantyre is an enterprising town with two banks, a 
chamber of commerce and social and athletic clubs. It 
is only one of several promising stations in the colony. 
Zomba, for instance, which is much farther inland, has 
electric lights. It gets. its power from the Zomba 
mountain, down which a river flows with a fall of 
1800 feet. Turbines are used and the dynamos are 
started at sunset to light the town, the power being used 
during the day for sawing lumber and other work. The 
development of these falls may furnish the power for 
the railroads of the coast. Indeed, a railway 100 miles 
long connecting Blantyre with the Shire was completed 
last April, and this is soon to be extended to Zomba, 
where this electrje power is.

Really I have seen so much and of such a varied char- 
acter that I am wondering if any emotion of my being 
is yet untouched. I am simply dumb before it—the awe 
of the “Tower,” the teeming humanity on London 
streets, the vastness of St. Paul’s, with its wonderful 
music which we heard Sunday at vespers; the old armor 
of kings and warriors in nearly all. castles and mu- 


seums; the picturesque beauty of Warwick Castle

Kensington Palace was very interesting also; espe- 
cially so to me were the rooms where are found Queen 
Victoria’s belongings. Three cases contain her baby 
and chilthood toys; in one I noticed a simple little coin 
purse of velvet, and a doll in a canopied cradle on the 
top of which rests a tiny crown; in another was a tiny 
dresser with removal drawers, and a little tin cart; 
but, most human of all, a little horse with a headless 
rider. Her wedding bonnet, first council robe and a 
large portrait in oil of such council are also in this 
room. In another her coronation robe and library are 
found. I made a list of some of her books, which some 
of my child friends will be interested to know the names 
of, for many were her childhood books. 


The we (like all palaces here) was so large and 
bare compared to our well-appointed homes that it did 
not mean anything real human until I saw these “child 
things”—then I winked away a tear, for in all ages and 
climes is not childhood the same? We visited the 
Houses of Pariiament. The House of Lords with its 
red furnishings and King Edward’s robing-room, were 
full of interest. We visited the Mansion House, the 
official residence of the Lord Mayor of London, and th 
— Hall, where some of us sat in the Mayor’s official 
chair. 

Westminster Abbey is left until our return to Lon- 
don, as visitors were not admitted through the building 
on the day we had given to the Abbey. 

One day we went to Banbury; we saw Banbury Cross 
the interior of Reindeer Inn, where Cromwell is said to 
have slept, and bought cakes and a box of quaint pipes, 
which the kind shop people packed for me to take to 
my little children in America to blow bubbles from. 

Then we went to Oxford. Even the gayest of our 
party felt hushed in the atmosphere of this quaint old 
university center. It is made up of twenty-one colleges, 
one hall, fifty professors, thirty lecturers, and 300 fel- 
lows, besides many tutors and 3600 students. How un- 
like our modern universities! It seems so rare and old 
and unused (of course this is vacation,) and yet what 
an influence radiates from every wall. 

Various objects of interest are in each of these col- 
leges. In one we went into a quaint old chamber once 
occupied by John Wesley who was a fellow here. In 
Pembroke we saw Dr. Samuel Johnson’s teapot and the 
desk at which he wrote his “dictionary.” The Bodleian 
Library has since 1610 had the right to receive a copy of 
every book published in the United Kingdom. A custo- 
dian told me that many volumes were here, old and rare, 
which were not duplicated anywhere in the world. Shel- . 
ley’s watch, a locket containing locks of his and Mary’s 
hair, and .the small book taken from his hand after 
death are here; and so many, many books of which I 
wish I could tell you now, but time is passing. 

. We spent all of yesterday at Shottery and Stratford- 
on-Avon. First we went to Shottery, to Ann Hatha- 
‘way’s cottage, a quaint old thatched-roof cottage very 
like the pictures of it. An old-fashioned flower garden 
is at one side, where ali the kinds of flowers mentioned 
by Shakespeare are grown, as they are also grown in 
the garden of Shakespeare’s house. The house and 
some pieces of furniture are the originals, but how

From here we went to Stratford to the house and up 
into the chamber where Shakespeare was born. This 
room is bare of furnishings; the walls and ceilings are 
covered with names of guests of the Shakespeares, as 
guest-books were not then in use. Scott and Carlisle 
had been obliged to write theirs on a window pane, so 
closely had the walls been covered. A museum-room in 
the house holds a letter written to the poet by a friend 
asking for a loan; this is the only letter possessed of 
his correspondence. There are busts of the poet and 
many other interesting relics of his life and time. A 
signet ring of his own was interesting to us as belong- 
ing to him, for few of his personal belongings are to 
be found. Holy Trinity Church, his burial-place, and 
Memorial Theater were visited; then slowly we went 
back to our waiting carriages and another lovely trive 
| of ten miles to our Leamington Hotel. This drive is 
said to be one of the fairest in all England. 

The country is changing in appearance. We are leav- 
ing the level fields, the hedge rows and red brick 101823, 
beautiful wooded hills, stone walls and whitewash 
houses are greeting us. We will soon be in the country 
of Scott and Burns. I must not write more. It is 
luncheon time on our “special;” we shall have mutton, 
for we get it everywhere. It seems to be a national 
meat. 

Los Angeles seems a long way off. None of us are 
homesick, but I fear the demonstration that a sudden 
glimpse of the American flag might cause. We are all 
loyal to Roosevelt and California, through all the phases 


of our interesting trip. 

Some time you will see this landscape and its interest- 
ing features, and then you will know how I have failed 
in describing it to you. 2 

Tonight I shall be in Edinburgh. It sounds a long 
way off to me — from California.

ITs WONDERS AS SEEN BY AN ENGLISH 
TRAVELER.

HAVE many times been asked: “What country in 
all the world would you recommend most strongly 


for the ordinary traveler or tourist to visit?’ And 
I have always given the same answer: “Java.” I have 


as in other great tourist centers in different parts of 
the globe, and none of them can begin to compare for 
interest and enoyjment with Java, which is rightly 
named the “Garden of the East.” It has been a long- 
standing puzzle to me why so very few British and 
American tourists visit this beautiful and interesting 
country, and I can only surmise that it is because it 


The Dutch residents are most civil and obliging, and 
go out of their way to help the stranger who visits their 
beautiful island, and I can truthfullz ay that I have 
never met with greater kindness in my wanderings all 
over the world than I experienced from Hollanders in 
the Dutch East Indies. The same cannot be said about 
my own countrymen in India and Ceyton where I re- 
gret to have to own, they do not trouble themselves 
much about the stranger within their gates, but many 
of the smaller government officials often try to put ob- 
stacles in the way of the traveler who wanders from the 
beaten track and checkmate you at every turn with 
petty red-tape regulations. In Java the government offi- 
cials and planters nearly all speak good English and 
soon get into conversation with the stranger, and all 
appear anxious to get his impressions of the country, 
and are only too glad to tender him their advice.

popular tourist resort in the whole world. It has every 
variety of climate, wet, dry, cold and hot. It has the 
finest and most beautiful ruins in the world, wonderful 
volcanoes, most varied and beautiful scenery, picturesque 
and interesting people and the most glorious tropical veg- 
etation. One morning you may go down inthe hot plains 
amid the fankest tropical growths, and the afternoon of 


_ the same day you can be up in the mountains wearing 


an overcoat and picking beautiful alpine flowers. At 
Buitenzorg the botanist will find the finest botanical 
gardens in the world, and in the thick forests of the 
Bantam district the sportsman will enjoy the best tiger 
shooting to be found on earth. The mountains abound 
with fine forests and water-falls and the lover of nature 
will revel amid brilliant birds, butterflies and orchids. 


Hospitable People. 


There are many steamship lines running from Singa- 
pore to Batavia and Soerabaya. To the former port it 
takes forty hours and to the latter three days.

In this short account I do not intend to 
give a description of Java and its people, but | will sim- 
ply give a rough description of my visits to two of the 
most interesting sights in the island, the Bromo volcano 
and the ruins of Boro Boedoer. 


Previous to my arrival in Java I had been 
in the interior of the Island of Celebes, but the natives 
having risen against the Dutch, the government sent 
after me into the interior and ordered me back to the 
coast, as they did not consider I was safe. They were 
no doubt right, as on my return journey I was attacked 
one night when going down a river in a native prau. 
After sailing from Macassar with Jaldin, my Malay 
servant, we arrived a few days later at Soerabaya in 
East Java. After my rough living in the interior of 
Celebes, it was pleasant to get back once more to a 
good hotel like the Simpang, where I put up. While 
there, I determined to visit the celebrated Bromo vol- 
cano, which lies further to the eastward. So one morn- 
ing I left with Jaldin by the 7 a.m. train and after a 
run of one and a half hours through flat country chiefly 
under sugar cultivation, we arrived at the town of Pas- 
oerocan. | 

The small baggage was soon transferred to a small 
cart or carriage and the two small ponies were soon 
taking us at a lively rate toward the mountains. It was 
all very interesting country to a new-comer like my- 
self, the people and villages being most picturesque, and 
the road was shaded the whole way by large trees and 
palms.

DIFFER FROM FORMER _TIMES—AN ACTOR JUST

11,00-MILE JOURNEY TO MAURITIUS—ANOTHER

RADUATES of our new consular school are not 
consulted as to where they are to take up their 
abodes to guard the interests of Uncle Sam. 

For example, the other day there was packed off, bag 
and baggage, to distant Zanzibar, Arthur Garrels, a 
young St. Louis actor, who, after tiring of the sock and 
buskin, the wig and grease paint, yearned for a sight 
of foreign fields. This young thespian, whom we have 
seen with James O’Neill and Nat Goodwin and who 
brought thrills to the heart of the matinée girl when

also in various stock companies, got the wanderlust 
when a few years ago he toured the Far East and Aus- 
tralia with the Frawley company. Being a linguist— 
a qualification now prerequisite to entrance in the con- 
sular service—and being versed also in the tenets of 
commercial law and political economy, now also essen- 
tial to a consular commission—he had no trouble in 
passing the stiff competitive examination which Secre- 
tary Root has lately substituted for the former “pie 
counter” or “plum-tree” system of filling consular 
berths. 

This young man of many parts, who was born in St. 
Louis thirty-five years ago, got his taste of commerce 
while engaged in his father’s export business prior to 
his début before the footlights, and inasmuch as he has 
had experience also in the investment and brokerage 
business, he was deemed the right man for a foreign 
berth. In Zanzibar, away around on the far side of the 
big leg of mutton of Africa, he will have ample oppor- 
tunity for gathering data for stage settings strictly wild 
and savage should he wish to do some play-cobbling 
between writing of ship's papers.

This memorial was afterward published through- 
out the North and South and so the agitation 
for the organization of Kansas Territory started 
Uniontown is gone, and only a neglected burying-ground 
is left to recall its existence. Two years later, May 30, 
1854, Franklin Pierce signed the act af Congress which 
authorized the organization of the Territory. There 
were not at that time to exceed 300 white persons in 
the Territory outside of the military posts.—[Kansas 
City Star.

The Grand Review. 


RECOLLECTIONS OF GREAT POsT- 
BELLUM EVENT. 


By a Special Contributor. 
| WO HUNDRED THOUSAND soldiers, clad in blue, 
carrying bayonets, a shining solid river of flaming 
steel, filling from curb to curb the broadest street 


\ 


tween banks of half a million admiring shouting spec- 
tators, a hundred regimental military bands filling the 
bright May heavens with martial music—that was the 
spectacle which we present of that ration were 
so fortunate as to look upon at the nation’s capital, 
some forty years ago, when the bronzed conquerors of 
rebellion came marching home from the great war. 

It was the proudest day of America since the close 
of the War of the Revolution. 


Though human life be extended like that of De 
Quincey’s “long man of antiquity,” Isocrates, Whose span 
stretched out like caoutchouc from the Persian wars un- 
til “Xenophon’s mounting for Mantinea,” there is likely 
to come no other such day for the present or coming 
generation. No American at least now living is likely 
to see on this continent am aggregation of armed men 
as colossal as that which in the month of May, 1865, 
marchea up the grand avenue of Washington from the 
armies of Grant and Sherman. For us, who saw, all 
military shows and pageants since have in size, as in 
occasion, been tame and insignificant by comparison. 
A Burden Lifted. 


The war with its four years’ horror of blood and suf- 
fering was over. A burden was lifted from every heart. 


Olympiad of fraternal strife had been terrible. Now, 
with the exultant blare of those bugles, the whole 


strains of the military bands we seemed to hear the 
music of the republic purified and saved. In the superb 
spectacle and solid tread of that nearly quarter of a 
million of loyal American soldiers in uniform, compos- 
ing, as they did, less than the fifth of the mighty army 
which had preserved it, still only partly returned from 
the field, we believed that we were witnessing the 
guarantee of the nation’s perpetuity. Like the days in 
the -weeks before since the dissolution of the rebel ar- 
mies, this was a historic fest day of American rejoic- 
ing. 

The Confederate armies under Lee and Johnson had 


troops under Grant and Sherman hastened northward 
to be mustered out at Washington. For more than a 
month the two great armies lay encamped at various 
points in a circle of less than twenty miles on the hill- 
sides around the capital, the line of their vast encamp- 
ment extending here and there out of the District of Co- 


ginia. | 
Happy Heroes. | 

Here the veteran soldiers of the Union at last were at 
ease. Their work was done! They had saved their 
country. Reveille still called, but the alarms of battle 
no longer disturbed their slumbers. Never before in 
life perhaps had they been so happy.| They were the 
petted heroes of the hour. Their breasts, bared to the 
bullets of rebellion, had saved the republic. They 
themselves were exultant and were receiving the ap- 
plause and hearing the rejoicing of their grateful coun- 
trymen. In the anticipations of home, their hearts 
were filled with joy. It was a historic interlude worthy 
of study. The American citizen soldier, as man at arms 
and of war, but respectful and obedient to law, was 
here seen at his best. 

Such jollity regulated by order, as prevailed in these 
camps about Washington during the months of April 
and May, 1865, was probably never witnessed in a camp 
before. The soldiers of the Union, supplied with the 
generous government ration, rarely suffering from strin- 
gency of food, here feasted in extra abundance. Boxes 
of luxuries added to substantial provisions poured in on 
them from every quarter of the country. Added to this, ' 
the sanitary commission, with overflowing stores in its 
Washington storehouses, emptied out on the home-com- 
ing heroes its final munificence; scores of thousands of 
tons of every sort of supplies, ranging from dry goods 
to preserves and canned fruits, having accumulated in 
its loca] depots. Not less than half a million articles 
of these opulent supplies, embracing substantial extra 
clothing and food from this source alone were distrib- 
uted by its agents on the neighboring hill slopes thickly 
dotted with the far-reaching camps of the returned de- 
fenders of the Union. For the “Boys in Blue” these 
were the halcyon days of their military experience. The 
thanks of the nation was literally forced upon them in 
substantia] and heaping measure. Their country was 


With the Sanitary Commission. 


Being a subordinate official of the War Department 
and curious to study at close range the scene of our 
warriors in blue at rest, I joined on several days, the 
Sanitary Commission Corps as a volunteer ald in the 
distribution of its goods. At the head of several four 
or eight-horse wagons heaped with supplies, it was the 


headquarters of the commanding officer of an army 
corps or division and tender to him the supplies with 
the compliments of the commission. Calling about 
him the colonels and captains of his command with the 
numerous sergeants of companies, he passed through 
them in our presence these supplies to the individual 
soldiers of the command, none being neglected. The 


invariably offered a return spectacle of pleasure to the 
donors. 


“Hero of Ominous Name.” 


In these visitations it was my fortune to make the 
personal acquaintance of many of the higher military 
leaders, whose names had become familiar by reason of 
distinguished service throughout the war. Notable 
among these was Gen. Jefferson Davis of Indiana, the 
energetic and brilliant commander of a corps that 
marched with Sherman to Atlanta and the sea. He was 
otherwise conspicuous by the identity of his name with 
that of the President of the Confederacy and by hav- 
ing been engaged a few years before as the chief actor 
in a tragedy in which he had shot to death his superior 
officer, Gen. Nelson. For some slight deviation from 
orders in discipline on Davis’s part, Nelson, an imperi- 
ous martinet of nearly ungovernable temper, had in bru- 
tal and profane language characteristically assaulted his 
military subordinate in the Galt House at Louisville. 
Not believing that meek submission to violent insult 
was any part of the subordination prescribed by legiti- 
mate military discipline, the younger officer promptly 
shot and killed his bullying superior. This unusually 


in the beginning of the war. Davis was tried and ac- 
quitted by a court-martial whose findings were approved 
by the whole country, since it was believed that the 
right of unlimited verbal insult of a subordinate on the 


vis’s acquittal undoubtedly had a wholesome effect on 
military official deportment during the 


feriors the conduct expected of humane 
tlemen. 


A Mild-Mannered Man. 
At any rate, in visiting the camp of Gen. Jeff Davis 


a man of the passionate southern type, even, it might 
be, rude and imperious. What was my surprise then to 
find in him a gentieman of exquisite refinement and 
culture, the mildest-mannered that “ever scuttled 3 
ship or cut a throat!” He had been reported through- 
out the war to be a veritable lion of courage and dash 
in battle. I discovered him in his tent, dressed with 
the fastidious elegance of a Brummel, reclining half- 
languishingly on silken cushions, surrounded with books 
in easy reach and reading a novel of Bulwer! He was 
evidently something of a sybarite, taking his full ease 
after the rough hardships of war. In a mild tone he 
greeted me cordially, entering into further conversation 
on learning my mission and that I was attached to the 
War Department. Of the fiery Hotspur resenting a 
reprimand to the death, he gave no sign. Referring to 
my errand of purveying comforts and luxuries to his 
soldiers, he said with indolent facetiousness: “Tell Mr. 
Stanton that, like Tom Hood at the Lord Mayor's

Twelve Hundred Thousand Soldiers. 


Thus happily ran by the days and weeks in these rest- 
ful camps on the sunny hillslopes with the soldiers of 
high or low degree. But there came at last the ap- 
pointed date for the great review. The Union armies 
at the close of the Civil War numbered in their roll- 
calls not less than the enormous aggregate of twelve 
hundred thousand soldiers. In addition to these, the 
national government was prepared to precipitate half a 
million more of armed recruits on the stubborn neck of 
the rebellion. Such was the resolution and such the 
desperation of the North, as it had become, to crush 
what in those days was plainly denominated “treason.” 
Since the firing on Sumpter, in fact, there had never 
been a day when that resolution had wavered or been 
less. 

Besides the armies now arrived in Washington, there 
were yet more than half a million of soldiers not re- 
turned from the field. Minus considerable depletion, 
the armies of Grant and Sherman, numbering approxi- 
mately 200,000 veteran soldiers, were about to pass in 
review at the nation’s capital. : 

An entire corps of the Army of the Potomac, 30,000 or 
40,000 in numbers, still lingered in Virginia, to be re- 
viewed in Washington at a later day. So grand a mili- 
tary spectacle has rarely been awaited in history. 


The Preparation and Start. 


Marching through the night from their hillside camps, 
the two armies were massed on the plateau eastward of 
the Capitol, to be separately reviewed on two succeed- 
ing days; the sixth corps of the Army of the Potomac 
to arrive three weeks later. 5 

As is known to those familiar with Washington, the 
distance from the hill of the Capitol to the Treasury 
building and White House is a full mile, along an ave- 
nue 160 feet in breadth. With the exception of the 
grand Nevski Prospect of St. Petersburg, no street in 
the world is so fitted for the display of marching col- 
umns of men. From the Treasury Department, where 
occurs a bend in the street, westward to Georgetown, 
is an additional stretch of the avenue for nearly two 
miles—even more, counting its extension in the latter 
city.

They 
showed a possible conscience by the way they acted if 
I found them in a strange pen where they knew as well 
as I that they did not belong. No coaxing or food 
would bring them to me then; they were cowards from 
their own sense of guilt, or else the little rascals did 
not want to go home.

Five days before a setting of 250 eggs was due to hatch, 
the incubator lamp gave out suddenly and entirely. 


Each succeeding moment saw the precious eggs getting 
cooler and cooler. 


The Gentle Lady called her neighbors to her aid in 
haste.

nests were made in a jiffy, and every biddy within half 
a mile that wanted to set had her opportunity. Many 
changed their minds when they found themselves really 
being encouraged. One of the supposed setters laid an 
egg and then stood up and cackled about it till her fos- 
ter eggs were stone cold. 

Amid all these vicissitudes only forty emerged from 


their shells. I would like to add a foot-note about the 


incubator man who" had glibly promised the Gentle 
Lady a hundred young chicks in case the incubator did 
not work well and how he lied and procrastinated out 
of it. 


Naturally those that survived were the fittiest and 
also the stormiest in disposition. I could teach them 
nothing, but they gave me a lesson in natural history 
and a grand scare all at once. One mid-forenoon I dis- 
covered them on the ground apparently writhing in the 
most horrible convulsions.

Henderson has about 15,000 inhabitants, 7000 negroes 
and 8000 whites, and the blacks are noted for their 
restfulness.

He is so suspicious of ev- 
ery one that he changes his bodyguard every week to 
avoid possible plots, and never allows his ministers to 
go outside the palace without his written permission. 

The Sultan has more than fifty beds in different parts 
of his palace, and no one knows in which bed His 
Highness intends to sleep. Soldiers are kept constantly 
pacing past his bedroom door, and the slightest cessa- | 
tion of the steady footfall will bring him from his bed 
in terror. 


The Sultan's food is all prepared in a special kitchen, 
which is really a litile cell in which the cook is locked. 
The cooking is done in silver vessels and under the 
Surveillance of Osman Bey, the high chamberlain. 
When done, each kettle is sealed with the imperial 
stamp, which may be broken only in the presence of the 
Sultan by the high chamberlain, who is obliged to taste 
one spoonful from each separate dish before the Sultan 
tastes it. This is to guard against poison. - 

The expenditure of the Sultan’s civil list amounts to 
4,000,000 Turkish livres, or about $20,000,000 a year; but 
there is small danger of even this large sum occasion- 
ing the financial embarrassment of His Highness, as he 
is one.of the wealthiest sovereigns in the world. It is 
said that he is owner of one-half of all the landed prop- 
erty in the vast province of Bagdad, and also of the 
entire valley of the River Jordan in Palestine. 


Although surrounded by a most inconceivable splen- 
dor, the Sultan fails to maintain the traditions of his 
race as to the maguificence of costume for which the 
Ottoman Sultans were formerly noted. Though all his 
dignitaries and pashas are decorated with regal splen- 
dor, the Padisha himself is always séen in a simple cos- 
tume of ill-fitting European clothing, dark in color, and 
relieved only by the ordinary service sword and the in- 
evitable red fez, that great leveler of rank in all orien- 
tal countries. It is common report, however, that, dur- 
ing the weekly ceremony of the Selamik, the Sultan 
wears a coat of mail underneath his ordinary garments. 

Upon each of the Sultan’s birthdays, and on twenty 
other special holidays in every year, he invariably re- 
ceives from his mother or sisters the present of a beau- 
tiful Circassian slave for his harem; so it is doubtful 
if the Sultan himself knows the exact number of his 
constantly-increasing collection of wives. 

When the Sultan Abdul Aziz was deposed, just be- 
fore his assassination in 1876, he was mercifully allowed 
to take away with him from the Dolma Bagtche Palace 
fifty-four boatloads his wives—which was consider- 
ate in the revolutionary pashas, to say the least. 


A City of Darkness. 


Although counted as one of the world’s great capitals, 
Constantinople is a city of darkness, and the streets are 
practically unlighted, save for a few scattered gas 
lamps. | 


Upon my expressing my surprise concerning this con- 
dition to a native of Constantinople, he gravely in- 
formed me that the Sultan had forbidden the use of elec- 
tricity in his capital city, because the word “dynamo” 
sounds too much like “dynamite” to be consistent with 
His Majesty’s peace of mind! 3 

There is, however, one glittering pageant which re- 
tains much of the ancient grandeur of the Ottoman 
court. I refer to the weekly ceremony of the Selamik; 
the occasion upon which the Sultan publicly goes to 


prayer. 

Through the courtesy of the American Ambassador I 
received from His Imperial Highness a firman or royal 
permit to visit the imperial treasure-house and the 
splendid palaces of Dolma Bagtche and Seraglio on the 
European shore, and Beyler Bay in Asia: and also to 
attend the ceremony of the Selamik. It was a picture : 
of almost barbaric splendor and seemed like a vision of 
the old days of Sulieman the Magnificent. 

The ceremony took place, of course, upon Friday, the | 
Moslem Sabbath. Ten thousand foot soldiers lined the 
road from the Yildiz Kiosk to the Hamidieh Mosque 
(which is also inside the palace walls;) and a great 
crowd of Moslem humanity thronged every vantage point 
from which a glimpse of the Sultan might be had. 
Then, to the strains.of martial music, began one of the 
most imposing cavalry displays that it has ever been 
my good fortune to look upon. Four thousand of the 
finest hussars in the Turkish empire came sweeping 
over the hills behind us with a great sea of fluttering 
red pennants, and wheeled into position between us of 
the “common herd” and the mosque in which the Child 
of the Prophet was to offer up his prayers to Allah. 
Each platoon was mounted upon the most superb horses, 
all of the same color; first a platoon of coal-black 
steeds, followed by one of pure white Arabians; then a 
platoon of noble bays, and after them, browns, sorrels, 
iron-grays, and dappled steeds in succession. The 

Hussars—great, splendid, green-coated fellows—each 
carried a spear and rode like mad; and as one platoon 
after another came sweeping over the hill with blood- 
red pennants flying in the wind, and swung into line be- 
fore the imperial mosque, the spectacle was one of ra- 
diant beauty. 5 

Then a muezzin appeared upon the balcony of the 
slender white minaret and’ gave the long, wailing call to 
prayer; and an expectapt hush fell over all the wait- 
ing throng, as the gates of the palace slowly opened. 

First came the princes of the blood—royal prisoners 
every one; and after them the Sultana Valideh and the 
great ladies of the harem. Then. heralded by a crash 
of martial music and a great shout of the soldiery, came 
the sad-eyed Sultan, huddled miserably in the corner of 
an open carriage. A hundred of the greatest pashas of 
his army marched around the carriage, and the Grand 
Vizier sat beside him. I was told that the soldiers had 
orders to shoot the Grand Vizier immediately if any ac- 
cident should befall the Sultan. 


The music ceased. The soldiers saluted, and the si-

lence held the vast throng in breathless expectation as 
the Sultan, unutterably pathetic in his terror-stricken 
loneliness, descended from his carriage, slowly climbed 


the marble steps, and disappeared within the mosque. 
Tune voice of the moullah began its mournful chanting

SNAKES’ EGGS HATCHING. 
TIP ON THE YOUNG REPTILE’s SNOUT WITH WHICH 
Ir BREAKS ITs WAY OUT. 


[Scientific American:] Because of the popular aver- 
sion to the serpent family there is a surprising amount 
of ignorance about even the simplest of snake habits. 
It is doubtful if mary correct answers could be given 
to the question whether snakes lay eggs or bear their 
young alive. As a matter of fact, some species are vivi- 
parous and others are oviparous. Most of the poison- 
ous snakes, as well as many of our harmless varieties, 
belong to the former class. 


The European ring snake is closely allied to our com- 
mon water snake and goes by the scientific name Tropi- 
donotus natrix. Curiously enough, all other members 
of the genus Tropidonotus are viviparous, and this spe- 
cies alone lays eggs. Furthermore, according to Ga- 
dow’s “Amphibia and Reptiles,” the new-laid eggs usu- 
ally show not the slightest visible sign of an embryo, 
unless oviposition is delayed, when the embryos are 
more or less developed. 


The eggs are laid in July or August in a soft bed of 
loam or decaying vegetation, or in a heap of manure. 
The older snakes sometimes lay as many as a dozen 
eggs or more, and they usually stick together so that 
the entire cluster can be picked up at once. Sometimes, 
however, if the process of laying is slow, they will be 
separated. The eggs are about an inch long and of a 
whitish yellow color. The shell is thin and flexible like 
parchment. 


The young hatch in late summer or autumn. Before 
hatching they develop a sharp calcareous growth on the 
tip of the snout known as the egg tooth, with which the 
shell is slit open. Unlike hatching chicks, which are 
suddenly dispossessed by the breaking of their brittle 
shells, the young snakes may make many incisions in 
the parchment envelopes and take many peeps at the 
outside world before venturing forth into the new envi- 


ronment. Shortly after hatching the egg tooth is lost. 


At first the young live on insects and worms, but 
within a few weeks they are strong enough to attack 
and devour young frogs. Strangely enough, although 
the adults are strong swimmers, and spend much time 
in ponds and streams hunting the fish and frogs on 
which they subsist, the young are unable to swim, and 
they will soon drown if they fall into the water. The 
European ring snake, as well as the American water 
snake, makes an excellent pet; it is perfectly harmless, 
becomes very tame, and learns to know the difference 
between friends and strangers. Gadow tells of a pet 
ring snake that would eat from his hand, crawl up his 
coat sleeve and coil itself contentedly on his arm,

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Halley’s Great Comet. 
Its EarRLy RETURN AWAITED WITH 
INTEREST BY ASTRONOMERS. 
By a Special Contributor. 

ROBABLY the most important astronomical event 
during the next two years will be the return of 
| Halley’s comet to its perihelion, or nearest ap- 
proach to the sun, after an absence of seventy-five years. 
Halley’s great comet was the first whose orbit was cal- 
culated and whose return from distant space was suc- 
cessfully predicted. In 1682 it suddenly flashed in the 
European skies, and for many months flamed like a 
torch as it pursued its vagrant course between the orbits 
of Venus and Mercury, coming near enough to the earth 
to display a train thirty degrees in length, or six times 
the distance between the two pointers of the great dip- 

per. 

It may well be imagined that a celestial object of such 
majestic proportions excited universal interest. Those 
were the days when strange signs in the sky were re- 
garded as portents—as heralding the death of monarchs, 
the convulsion of states, the visitation of plague, the 
cataclysm of earthquakes. And since the populace had 
learned that comets were immense bodies, moving with 
tremendous velocities, sweeping from infinite distances 
down toward the earth and sun, an anxious appeal was 
made to astronomers in every observatory to tell the 
fate of the earth under the impending danger. Was it 
to be struck and hurled from its orbit? Was it to be 
buried in overwhelming flames? In short, was the end 
of the world at hand? | 

Edmund Halley, then astronomer royal of England, 
observed its path among the stars, noted that it was 
moving in a mighty curve, but with undeviating preci- 
sion, that in fact it was obeying the Newtonian law of 
gravitation—Newton was his contemporary—and he was 
able to allay the feverish anxiety that prevailed by an- 
nouncing that the huge fiery comet would not come 
within 24,000,000 miles of the earth. 

But Halley did not stop there in his investigations.

He examined the records of great comets in the past 
and found that one which shone in the skies of 1066, at

There, its centrifuga] energy exhausted, it slowly 
swung around its aphelion curve and began its sunward 
journey, a few miles per minute at first, then, gaining 
impetus every year, every month, every day, its velocity 
increased till it came within the reach of telescopic ob- 
servation when with terrific energy and a velocity of 

twenty and even thirty miles per second it plunged 
down to the neighborhood of the sun, and again flung 
out its enormous banner of light. What a triumph for 

Halley, then sixteen years dead; what a triumph for 
>. science, demonstrating the universal reign of law; and 
* | what a triumph for the human mind, as it required the 
as accumulated wisdom of the ages to achieve the brilliant 
result! 

It was a simple matter to predict the next return of 
the comet in 1835, and for the first time such astrono- 
mers as Bessel and Sir John Herschel studied it with 
reference to physical changes and characteristics ex- 
cited by its approach toward the sun. To Bessel the 
nucleus resembled a burning rocket. Divergent flames

issued from it toward the sun. “These emanations, ac- 
cumulating at the surface, were swept back as if by a 
tempestuous wind, to form a_ tail which in October 
measured twenty-four degrees. Both Bessel and Ol- 
bers believed the tai] production to be an electrical phe- 
nomenon. 

The diameter of this vast body was 700,000 miles. 
When we reflect that the diameter of the moon's orbit 
is less than 500,000 miles, we can form some conception 
of the comet’s enormous bulk, yet its mass was not suffi- 
cient to deflect perceptibly the course of any planet 
near which it passed, and it was assumed to be less than 
one-thousandth that of the earth. 

According to the calculations of several astronomers 
Halley’s great comet will next arrive at perihelion in 
April or May of the year 1910, the uncertainty of the 
exact date arising from perturbations which may be 
produced by the planets Saturn and Jupiter, whose or- 
bits it will pass on its way toward the sun. Indeed it is 
believed to be passing the orbit of the giant planet at 
the present time, to become telescopically visible in the 
neighborhood of the constellation Gemini about January 
next, when it will be threading its way through the 
group or belt of asteroids. For a year it will slowly 
grow brighter till at length it will become visible to the 
naked eye in the northern part of the constellatfon Orion.

Cost of European War. 

Gen. Blume, a military expert, has recently presented 
report to the German general staff as to the probable 
a modern European war, which is now published 
in the official bulletin issued by the General Staff. Gen. 
Blume points out that great changes have taken place 
since the Franco-Prussian War of thirty-eight years 
ago, when the total German forces were 1,200,000. Ger- 
many would be able to put four and three-quarter mil- 
lions of troops into the field in the next war, and other 
powers have armies of corresponding dimensions. A war 
fought against another European power would cost 
Germany in hard cash at least £300,000,000 per annum 
as long as it lasted, while the indirect loss through 
financial depression, commercia] stagnation, and paraly- 
sis of industry would be far greater. The power op- 
posed to Germany would suffer similar losses, direct 
and indirect; and if three, four, or more European pow- 
ers were involved in war, which is probable, in view 
of the existing alliances, it is evident that the drain on 
the resources of Europe would be appalling. 

Incidentally, Gen. Blume expresses the opinion that 
the loss of life would be heavier than in the recent 
Russo-Japanese war, when 20 per cent. of the Japanese 
armies in the field were killed or wounded. Reckoning 
the same proportion, the figures in a great European 
war would be approximately 900,000 killed and wounded, 
but Gen. Blume holds that the proportion would be still 
higher, and that a European war would be a veritable

DANCING BEFORE THE ALTAR. 


OBSERVANCE OF A CURIOUS CUSTOM IN THE SE- 
VILLE CATHEDRAL— LEGEND OF ITS ORIGIN. 


{Pall Mall Gazette:] Not one of the many relics of 
the Middle Ages, with which Spain still abounds, is 
more curious than the dancing before the altar which 
takes place every evening during the octaves of the Im- 
maculate Conception (December 8 to 15) and Corpus 
Domini (three weeks after Ascension Day) in the ca- 
thedral of Seville. 


This church is the largest Gothic cathedral in the 
world. It is lit by no fewer than ninety-three windows, 
‘and is a veritable museum of art. but the crowning glory 
of this venerable pile is its fifteenth and sixteenth-cen- 
tury stained glass, the designing of which is upon 
doubtful authority ascribed to Raphael, Titian and Mi- 
chael Angelo. It is within this wonderful edifice that 
takes place the most quaint ritual of all Christendom. 

The dance is performed by two rows of choristers or 
seises, numbering ten or twelve (formerly it was six,) 
wearing plumed hats and dressed as pages of the time 
of Philip III; the colors of the clothes vary; for the oc- 
tave of Corpus Domini they are red and white, while 
blue and white are worn during the Immaculate Con- 
ception. To the slow music of violins this dance (which 
is a sort of minuet) is solemnly performed, devoid of all 
irreverence and levity. 


At the December festival the vast church is in dark-. 
ness, save for the lights of the high altar, and the effect 
is consequently most impressive. The chants which the 
choristers break out into merely add to the solemnity 
of the occasion, which is not in the least degree les- 
sened by the sound of the castanets the seises play. 
There are two sets of music, and they are used upon al- 
ternate evenings, the sale of which is jealously guarded 
against by the Chapter. 

A legend says this singular ritual originated at the 
time of the siege of Seville by some boys going out to 
| Aleala, where they danced before the Moorish army, 
which they so delighted that they were able to detain 
them while the Spaniards manned the walls; but really 
the origin of this “dancing” is quite obscure. | 


Another interesting legend relates that a certain Arch- 
bishop of Seville about 200 years ago wished to suppress 
this ritual, but the citizens, together with the canons, 
gave such opposition that there was quite a tumult, and 
the matter was referred to Rome. The Pope of that 
time wishing to see the dance, the choristers were taken 
to the Eternal City, where they performed before the 
head of Christendom, who merely laughed, but to please 
the archbishop and at the same time to appease the can- 
ons he said the dancing might continue until the clothes 
were worn out; to avoid this the dresses, which are of 
striped silk, have always been partially restored at a 
time, and they now bid fair to last forever. 

The other legends are connected with the Jews of 
Toledo, who formed the only community of medieval 
Europe that was not confined to a Ghetto, with all its 
persecuting regulations. One of the reasons given for 
this is that at the time of the Crucifixion, or a little be- 
fore, the Sanhedrin of Jerusalem sent around to all the 
Jewish colonies asking whether or not the Christ was 
the long-expected Messiah, and the Jews of this city 
were the only ones who returned an affirmative answer, 
for which they received their freedom. 

Another legend says the cause of this singuiar circum- 
stance was that when the Christians endeavored to con- 
fine these Jews to a Ghetto the latter proved that before 
the Crucifixion their ancestors were living in Toledo, 
and so they were guiltless of that crime. | :

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DOMINANT PLANTS. 


Nor Easy To DETERMINE IX SOUTHERN 


CALIFORNIA. 
By Ernest Braunton. — 

NOTED botanist has said that “the general ap- 
landscape as determined by the 
presence of certain dominant plants is an affair of 
high biological interest.” In many countries certain 
plants are dominant over a wide range of territory as 
is the eucalypt in Australia. In New Zealand two plants 
are nearly everywhere conspicuous—the native flax 
e and the palm lily (Cordyline aus- 
In Southern California if one were asked what is the 
most common native plant, he might unthinkingly name 
the poppy, but this is not the case. One who was asked 
mentioned the sages, but though these are very com- 
mon, they do not come strictly within the meaning of 
the term. If we have a single dominant plant of respec- 
table standing, that is, of a hardwooded, permanent na- 


. 


ture, it must be the chamiso (Adenostoma fascicicula- { 


tum) a member of the rose family bearing small white 
flowers in dense terminal racemes. Not being a strik- 
ing-looking plant, however, it cannot be said to domi- 
nate the landscape. In our climate no plant can be ex- 
pected to form a striking characteristic of the general 
view, as is the case with strictly tropical vegetation. 
Down at the home of our native fan palm it may truly 
be said to dominate the landscape in a restricted rauge, 


as it does in any section where thickly grown under 


cultivation. 
The California Pitcher Plant. 


California has but one native pitcher plant (Darliag- 

tonia Californica.) and like those in other parts, ours 
is a swampy plant, but not a denizen of the lowland 
swamp for it is found at about 5000 feet elevation, and 
then only in Northern California. The name “pitcher 
plant” is given to the Darlingtonia, a number of spe- 
cles of sarracenias and nepentbhes and a few other 
plants and always refers to the leaves and not the flow- 
ers. 


Like all the others, ours is insectivorous or insect- 
devouring. Why the insects will persist in entering 
these death-trap leaves is not altogether clear, but it 
is no doubt the smell, which is far from pleasant, that 
lures them to their death. The pitchers or leaves grow 
in a rosette and are in many plants nearly two feet high, 
striped and splotched into combination of green, yel- 

W. red, and brown. Dach leaf is spirally twisted and 
looks not wholly unlike the business end of the dreaded 
cobra of India. The top of each leaf is hooded so that 
the entrance is from beneath, and on each hood hangs a 
two-parted strap-shaped appendage which might easily 
be conjured into an immense forked tongue. Inside the 
tube of the leaf are stout, stiff, sharp-pointed hairs that 
point downward, so that insects may go down, but 
never retreat. In the bottom of this pitcher of death 
is a foul-smelling, syrup-like mass which receives and 
assimilates (presumably for plant food) all insects 
reaching this veritable hades. Altogether the Darling- 
tonia is one of the most curious of a great number of 
rather gruesome bog plants.

Times office who has an oleander, a solid mass of blos- 


soms, that is forty feet high and of as great spread. 
A lady in the Westlake district has some begonias now 
blooming that are fourteen feet in height. These are 
only a few of the wonders that are to be seen in this 
land of wonderful plant production. Could one get 
good photographs of all these subjects a collection of 
them might well be published as a souvenir book to 
show the horticultural glories of Southern California.

THE MAN AND THE MARKET. 
BREEDING AN ESSENTIAL TO ACCOM- 
PLISH THE END.

ERE are markets and markets for any needed 
produce, and according as-a man markets, so is 
his market. A man may grow the finest of poul-

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try. take it to a poor market, and reflect upon the noth- 


ingness in market poultry. Any market in the world is 
looking over a wide-open mouth for just such men with 
produce. It is not business to grow anything and then 
seek a market for it. A man must create his own mar- 
ket first and grow for it, and go for it. It’s one Thing 
to produce and another to market, and the ability to 
do both must concentrate in the same man, or profit 
is not on the produce side of trade. The poultry breed- 
er is not in business if not breeding for a special trade. 
With fancy stock he is Hable to hit a fancier who will 
spend big money to supply a want, but that’s waiting 
Micawber-like for something to turn up. There are a 
lot of fanciers in a rich country like ours supplying 
wants, but they are not to be depended upon—are a 
side trade issue. 


A man can breed fowls thus and so to a certain stand- 


ard every year, and the response to endeavor can be 


reasonably reckoned on. Some years are more favorable 
than others to the poulterer, but no business effort can 
be directed with mathematical niceness, and the poul- 
terer is just as liable to get what he invited, a just 


market, as any business man. The less the poulterer 


depends upon others, the more certain his returns. 
Knowing what his market will be, as nearly as any 
business man can know, and building up a self-supply 
system as far as possible, if sure of himself he is quite 
sure of success in business. One feels like exclaiming: 
“How much it takes to be a business man!” The man 
“Why not?” 
And if one does not feel like hustling and can’t induce 


the .nspiration to hustle, he had better not go into busi- 


ness. The poulterer not glad to hustle had better care- 
take the fowls of another and plan on advertising for a 
new place every six months. 

The poultry business is one of details, and if one 
leaves to others the chaining of details, and one be left 
out, the chain won't pull. If one does not like to link 
all the details together and pull. he’ll never get to the 
profit side of the market. 


Refuse in the Moulting Season. 


The poultry runs are a sight if left a week to confine . 


all the feathers that fly and huddle in corners. A week 
is the limit of neglecting them. All rubbish, together 
with manure, should be raked out of the run and care- 
fully treated as a thing of value. One should not de- 
plore the condition of things and meditate over what 
he would have done had he been the creator of our 
relations; but he should foresee what fine fer ‘ilizer the 


hens are making for him, and be glad of things as they 


are. Don't burn the pile you are able to make, or at- 
tempt to do so, because the feathers fly so. Dig a hole 
a foot deep and three feet across, piling the loose, dry 
earth at a side. Shovel into the shoal pit a layer of 


the rubbish, feathers, manure and small bits, and cast 


a little loose earth over it; then another layer and a 
little earth, the earth being taken from the side pile 
and on top of the last layer. In this way the feathers 
will be caught and held, and when a little water is 
put on the pit every day, they will rot with the ma- 
nure, and be of use in the kitchen garden, blackberry 
row or orchard. The decaying of feathers makes a 
wonderful manure for chrysanthemums. Rok: 

If one has thrown the dinner corn-cobs to the hens 


when fresh, he should throw them into a pile to dry 


and use for fuel when dry. They rot too slowly to put 
in a compost of this kind. The pit should be made 
near, but not in, the poultry run, as hens would scratch 
out as fast as one could put in. Take the melon rinds 
out and throw on the pit every day, lest they sour. 
Keep the pit dry until the manure is needed, or the 
rains come, as the mass will soon rot and if much 
water be put on, the goodness of the compost will go 
down with the water. Just a little water every day 
for a week, only enough to moisten it, when it is to 
be used in a special place, will make finest of fertilizer 
for many things. To spread the rubbish over a plot 
of ground for fall planting and spade in to keep the 
feathers caught down to rot when all is wet, is a good 
scheme, also. 


Gapes Unusually Prevalent. 


Judging from present circulating poultry literature, 
the disease known as gapes has been unusually preva- 
lent, and many remedies are advertised. The writer al- 
ways advocates preventive measures, which have to do 
with beginnings. To prevent a chick from having 
gapes, one must presume to know how it became in- 
fected. It has been quite generally accepted that chicks 
get gapes from mudworms; but one interested in anat- 
omy and digestive processes sees not how Wallowing 
a mudworm or gape eggs could easily get a worm into 
the windpipe of a chick, and there is no mistake; gape 
means tiny worms in the windpipe. Whatever enters 
the crop of a normal chick digests and passes along

through the fowl. That anything could hatch by body 
warmth and come back to the mouth and down the 

windpipe would have to be an unusual occurrence, and 

gapes is a prevalent disease. Some natural law must 

be involved. 

After reading much written about the disease by dif- 
ferent men, the writer is sustained in his judgment by 
one of the best informed of all poultrymen, A. M. Hal- 
stead. He is sure gapes come from the head louse of 
the chick laying its eggs near the nostril, from whence 
they are inhaled in breathing, drawn down the windpipe 
and hatched. For several reasons the writer is also 
sure this is so. 

As a regular meal daily, I have dug mudworms, cut 
them up into bits and fed to the young incubator chicks, 
believing a hot meat meal most desirable for confined 
chicks. I never had one case of gapes among incubator 
chicks, and never.a case in fourteen years except one 
year with chicks brooded very early in January, which 
were neglected for a good season. It was a wet winter, 
and the mother hen stole her nest on the top of a 
shed and hatched her young. I had never had gapes 
and thought my conditions were against them. Both 
mother and chicks were wild, and, busied with other 
work, I let her alone. Her chicks had gapes, and not 
knowing what they had and thinking it sore throat, 
I gave them a tiny dose of coal oil, when each panted 
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after. I did not know enough to burn the worms, but 
we never had gapes at any other time. With all mother 
hens I took care of head lice, putting olive oil on the 
head of chicks and under the bill as soon as they were 
able to leave the breeding nest, doing the same again 
in a week, and again at three weeks. The only time in 
fourteen years we had gapes was when I neglected the 
chicks and mother from the stolen nest on the shed, 
during bad winter weather. 

Coal oil is supposed to be a very harsh remedy for 
poultry to take internally, but if one considers the 
throat remedies we use ourselves made directly from 
coal oil he can readily believe it to be remedial, when 
carefully administered. It conquered four cases of

The Laying Hens in Summer. 


When eggs are thirty-five cents a dozen, fresh at the 
ranch door, business is good if one only has laying 
hens. The moult is well upon us and many hens are 
denuded, the cast-off feathers lying all about in the cor- 
ners and floating mysteriously about on the mid-day 
ocean breeze. As hens enter the moult, so come eggs, 
very few hens laying far into the moult. What makes 
one have any eggs during the moulting season is that 
all hens do not moult alike or at the same time. A 
few hens lay along every other day far into the moult 
and are generally those who have been laying every 
other day through summer, instead of every day. The 
writer has known a Silver Gray Dorking hen to lay | 
every third day all through the moult, and quicken as 
soon as the feathers were all nicely put out and over. 
The same hen, in spring time of her second and third 
year, twice a week would lay an egg in the morning and 
one at night, laying none the next day. It seems to be 
an individual trait in a hen to appropriate her food for 
egg-making, and a rarer trait than using it for body 
and feather building. The three-year-old hen laying 
now should be banded and her number put in a book of 
reference, if she has not already been listed for last 
year’s good work, and her eggs should be bred at every 
opportunity. The three-year-old not laying should 
make good in a roast, at a time when many conditions 
are discouraging. It does not pay to carry three-year- 
olds into or beyond the moult unless they lay oder- 
ately well, and deserve being kept for breeders. 


The early pullets are beginning to lay, and it’s a 
toss-up whether they will keep on laying or go into u 
moult. Those that go into a moult should not be bred 
from next year, while those that do not, but keep lay- 
ing, should be bred to the old sire, and all the eggs 
incubated. By February their eggs will not be as 
strong the first year, because of winter laying, but it 
is winter layers one wants to try to breed. The late 
pullets will not moult, but keep up the egg record as 
the moult on the hens proceeds, and the good layers 
should be banded and booked to be mated to a grand 
old sire for spring eggs to hatch. The old hens with 
great egg records should be coddled, and forgiven for 
not laying during the moult, and in February they 
should be mated to the finest stag cock, and all eggs 
incubated. During the moult one should consider and 
decide how to breed for next year’s laying hens. In 
so doing he will be involved in every furtherance of 
the poultry industry. 


Is “Pip” Hereditary? 


It has been presumed by breeders, as well as students 
of poultry life, that the disease commonly known as 
pip was the result of outside influences causing it to 
appear; in other words, that it grew out of other ele- 
ments with which the bird was affected. William Has- 
kell of Sawtelle, a breeder of much experience and keen 
observation, is radically opposed to this opinion.

Ice Made in Home Kitchen. 

-The problem of producing ice in small uantities 
quickly and cheaply has apparently been so'ved by a 
French inventor, who has perfected a machi-e which is 
cheap, simple of operation, practically everlasting and 
thoroughly practical. It may be operated by a belt con- 
nected with a steam engine, by a small electric motor, 
or by hand cranks. 


The invention is a rotative compression and automatic 
machine, regulating itself to all speeds, whatever may 
be the temperature of the condensing water used. The 
important feature is a cylinder in which the chemicals 
are sealed—the latter not requiring renewal and lasting 
as long as the machine itself—and which, revolving in 
water, produces the ice. It can also produce cold air. 

The machine has no joint piece, no pressure gauge, 
no suction or regulating valve. It will work in water 
reaching even 113 degrees Fahrenheit, and saves 98 per 
cent. of cooling water and 70 per cent. of motive power 
as compared with any other freezing machine known. 

The Germans have also a new freezing device espe- 
clally adapted to household and field hospital use. It 
is very simple, and could be manufactured for about $1. 
It consists merely of a double-wall tin vessel with a ca- 
pacity of five gallons. The hollow space between the 
two walls is about an inch across. By the gradual ad- 
mission of carbonic acid into this hollow space through 
an opening at the bottom, and from there to the vessel 
proper through a cross-arm tube, it is claimed that water 
may be converted into ice in the space of sixty seconds, 


and that meats, fruits and beverages, such as beer or 


wine, may be chilled or frozen in a few seconds. This 
effect is produced by the sudden great reduction of tem- 
perature caused by the rapid expansion of the carbonic 
acid, which is admitted from an ordinary carbonic acid 
reservoir.— [Technical World.

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FIELD NOTES. 
HAVE several letters asking how to proceed to the 
_§ extermination of Johnson grass, which is becoming 
a grave menace to the land in many portions of the 
State. Also asking for the laws governing the compul- 


sory removal of this grass where the land owners refuse 
to act. 


The last session of the Legislature made it unlawful 


for the owner to permit to be grown on his land John- 
son grass, Russian, Scotch. bull or Canadian thistle. I 
have not this law at hand, but I think it places no spe- 
cific penalty for the violation of the law. As far as 
appears from the records no attempt has been made to 
enforce this enactment in any portion of the State. 

There is another law, known as the County Horti- 
cultural Act, which is being enforced in some counties 
having a live horticultural commission. The process 
of enforcement is simply to serve notice upon non- 
compliant land owners just as is notice served for the 
compulsory eradication of orchard pests. This law has 
been tested in the Supreme Court, and now no one at- 
tempts to overturn that means of eradication. It speci- 
fles Russian thistle and “other noxious weeds,” and 
lea ves the determination of what constitutes a noxious 
weed entirely in the hands of the Horticultural Commis- 
sioners of the county. 

Home - Brod Camels. 
LEXANDER CRAWFORD, inspector of rabbits, has 
this to say of the breeding of camels for use in West- 
ern Australia: 

“It is over twenty years since I had first to do with 
camels, and ever since they have always been of con- 
siderable interest and I have given them some atten- 
tion. I have had experience with both Australian-bred 
and imported, working alongside, and the result has 
been in every case that the locally-bred animal is much 
superior in every way. 

“Austraiian-bred camels of the heavier type, such as 
are used for heavy packing or wagon work, develop 
heavier bone, are more compact, but not so tall; their 
feet stand work much better. and they seem to be al- 
most entirely free from the usual camel diseases, and 
rarely ever develop mange. They, as a rule, are not 
so well-covered with hair as the imported, the hair be- 
ing shorter and finer, probably due to a milder and more 
equable climate. 


“I have noticed also that the locally-bred cameis take 
more kindly to collar work and are more staunch and 
not given to sulk when having to draw heavy loads for 
long distances through bad country. 

“With the lighter class of camels, there also seems a 
tendency to grow rather thicker-set than the parents 
or grandparents. They take very kindly to buggy work, 
and when broken to ride only require an hour or two to 
break them to harness. They also develop better trot- 
ting powers, often able to do ten miles an hour or even 
more without difficulty. 


“In both classes I think the local camel is more en- 
during and can do without water for a longer period 
than the imported. On one occasion I had six locally- 
bred camels and four imported for thirteen days with- 
out water. The imported ones were completely done, 
and their loads had to be distributed to the other cam- 
els, and even then I was afraid I would have to leave 
them behind. When we did get water, the local ones 
were good for several days longer, but the imported 
would not nave gone another day, although for three 
days they only had the empty pack saddles to carry.” 
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Take Wheat Variety. 


E are beginning to believe that we can calculate 
the reappearance of agricultural fakes nearly as 
closely as the astronomers can fix the return of comets. 
For instance, this one was clearly due to reappear in 
July, 1908, and it comes from Tacoma, Wash.: “The 
discovery of a new variety of wheat on the ranch of W. 
W. Ward, seven miles south of Dayton, which it is 
claimed, if cultivated, will yield 280 bushels per acre, 
has aroused intense interest. An interesting feature 
of the species is the head, which really consists of 
seven distinct heads, united at a common base. Wheat 
growers believe that if the cereal is found adapted to 
cultivation, the wheat can be made to yield seven times 
as much as the ordinary wheat.” This is, of course, the 
old “seven-headed Egyptian” which has been dis- 
appearing and reappearing for decades—perhaps for 
centuries. Each generation has to discover it anew 
and base wild calculations upon it. What becomes of it 
between times we do not know. Perhaps it is always in 
sight somewhere, but only once in a while a man ap- 
pears whose head is soft enough to be split into seven 
parts by calculating upon it. It is of no use, except 

to forget.—[{Rural Press.

OME months ago I had occasion to quote from an 
experienced vineyardist of the north to the effect 
that vineyards could be established cheaper and better 
from cuttings than from rooted vines.

The Argentine Ant. 


E are advised through the press reports that the 

State University has appropriated $2000 for the 
study of the life habits and means of controlling the 
new ant pest that is threatening the State. Prof. C. W. 
Woodworth is to use this money in establishing an ex- 
periment station near Berkeley. This plan should be | 
approved by every fruit grower and householder in the 
State, and the aid of the agricultural press should be 
given the Berkeley entomologists in this work. I have 
made this ant invasion the occasion of a little mirth at 
the expense of the sensationalism that has become so 
common upon the discovery of a new pest. But my 
heart is all right, and I join in hoping that our scien- 
tific and practical knowledge of this invader may be 
advanced. I believe it will be, for Prof. Woodworth is an 
able entomologist and will do all possible to clarify the 
situation. Should he succeed in devising some means 
of extermination the State will be under great obliga- 
tions to the university, and The Times will be the first 
to applaud. But it is a task worthy of all the effort 
that can be brought to bear, and in its accomplishment

tional information regarding the Argentine ant and 
habits, but we have very little of a practical nature 
the way of remedies and absolutely nothing in the 
of extermination methods. In fact, I do not 
to express the opinion that the extermination of this 
after it once obtains a foothold in a locality will be ab- 
solutely impossible, regardless of how much money is 
expended upon it, or how thoroughly inspection work 
may be conducted.” ; 

It is as a yard and household pest that we may expect 
the principal trouble from this ant. It is doubtful if it 
will ever invade orchards where clean, continued cul- 
ture is the rule. Prof. Woodworth tells me there are 
many queen, or egg-laying ants in each colony, while 
the number of females is very limited in some other 
species of ants. Prof. Wilmon Newell, the secretary 
above quoted, writes that the workers probably produce 
eggs from which winged males are hatched. These facts 
account for the predominance of the Argentine visitor, 
which is said to drive out all other species—a desidera- 
tum of some compensation, possibly. In a letter from 
Prof. Woodworth I am told that Prof. Quayle has found 
several blocks infested with the Argentine ant in Los 
Angeles, and about twenty acres at Azusa appropriated 
by this pest. The search will be continued under the 
direction of the Berkeley authorities till it is pretty 
generally known where the ant has gotten a foothold.

Perhaps if the 
Acampo fruit proves truly meritorious there will be 
but little complaint of its neglect in the future. In fact, 
Mr. Burbank’s peacherine did not attract any attention, 
because it had no value. I am not quite favorable to 
the extraordinary methods now being used to exploit 
new creations in vegetable life. They separate too 
many hard-earned dollars from worthy people who can- 
not afford to bear the usual loss that follows the intro- 
duction of new things. I am just enough of an old fogy 
to believe that the world would jog along fairly well 
to the end of its revolution without any addition to 
its list of fruits. I have just received a book devoted 
entirely to the listing of varieties of lettuce, and an- 
other giving the nomenclature of all the apples that 
ever were, or are now. And they present a perfect 
graveyard of forgotten varieties. Yet I paid 30 cents 
for a watermelon a few days ago just to see if the new 
variety was better than the Chilean it was designed to 
supplant. If you wish to test these new things be sure 
and get the stock from some good nurseryman, who 
will at least sell you trees healthy and well grown. 

Many modern varieties of fruits and vegetables are 
highly artificial products. That is, they have been de- 
veloped by selection and cross-breeding to produce some 
element far in excess of nature’s requirements in the 
production of the perfect plant. The potato of today, 
for example, has been induced to overload itself with 
starch, far beyond what the plant needs to make repro-

The radishes from which the 
colors were made were grown in Washington, 
the same varieties have been experimented 
garden.

“Hired cooks, seamstresses and tutors can feed, clothe 
and instruct her young; theologians and philosophers 
can lay down rules of right conduct for them, which 

— immediately eliminates all of these good offices from 
the equation, as unnecessary of accomplishment by the 
ideal mother; but no other person can become their 
creator, can have them plastic, susceptible, a thing of

In Germany also the interesting discovery was 
recently made that by fertilizing with iron the iron in 
spinach was increased 700 per cent.

Again, there is ng reason to believe that lava pos- 
sesses any particular fertilizing properties that make it 
superior to other forms of rock. It is probably com- 
posed mainly of silica, with a little iron. The agricul- 
turist must first find out what his soil particularly 
needs, just as a wise dietitian investigates the require- 
ments of his patient in the shape of food. You can get 
a mineral fertilizer from the manufacturers of such 
products for less than $20 a ton, and they will analyze 
your soil free.

OLLOWING is from the New York Medical Journal: 
“Philadelphia newspapers recently treated their 
t readers to a harrowing narrative concerning a boy who 
was supposed to have been bitten by a dog, and in the 
intervals of convulsions was ‘snapping at his atten- 
dants and barking like a dog,’ in the throes of hydro- 
phobia. A number of years ago a young woman in 
Camden was said to be suffering from this dread dis- 
ease, and Prof. Joseph Pancoast was requested to see 
her. When he was told that she was ‘shapping and 
barking like a dog,’ he immediately replied: “Then she 
has not hydrophobia,’ and this negative diagnosis turned 
out to be true; she was only suffering from fear and 
hysteria. The fact that no one ever saw a hydropho- 
bic patient ‘snapping and barking’ does not deter the 
average newspaper reporter from indulging himself 
with this little flight of imagination, in order to make 
the account more graphic. In the case of the boy, Dr. 
Wadsworth, the Coroner’s physician, found no evidence 
of rabies, but discovered that death had in reality been | 
caused by typhoid fever. The typhoid delirium had 
been mistaken for rabies.” 
To the above sensible remarks may be added a refer- 
ence to a remarkable case mentioned in a recent Asso- 
ciated Press dispatch from New York.

High Heels and Consumption. . 
E have beer told of many ills that are due to the 
absurd and dangerous custom adopted by many 
women of wearing absurdly high-heeled shoes. Here 
is another suggestion on the subject, given by Dr. An- 

drew C. Magrudder, in the Ladies’ Home Journal. 
What woman loses by wearing the high heels is 
told with great clearness by Dr. Magrudder. He says 
the immediate result to the wearer is generally bodily 
discomfort; that she becomes tired more easily and is 
more irritable, and soon begins to show signs of a gen- 
eral nervous breakdown. The mere fact that the bones 
of the foot are thrown into abnormal position in rela- 
tion to each other is one of the least important of the 
evil results. A much m serious effect is that the 
body is thrown forward use of the raising of the 
heels, and the woman, forced into this pose to keep 
her equilibrium, cannot keep the shoulders thrown back. 
As a result they fall forward, and the chest sinks in,

Boatman Hammond 
stopped the engine, and springing to 
the side of the launch sank the gaff 
hook well into the dorsal fin of the ray, 
With the three anglers pulling with 
combined strength, the fish again dived, 
almost upsetting the boat, and the fish- 
ermen were forced to give slack. 

This time the fish arose directly un- 
der the bow of the launch, dangerously

tipping it, and Hammond quickly 
started the engine ahead. Fortunately 
the gaff held, yet in spite of the power 
of the iaunch in beating away from the 
fish, t ray quickly asserted its su- 
perior strength, and * towing the 
boat at an uacomfortable rate thraugh 
the water.

CHICAGO, Aug. 22.—[Exeluslve Dis- 
pateh.) Talk of the 1909 Glidden taur 
is already rife, and some would j:dve 
it that Chieago to Denver and retirn 
is impossible, for the reason that ac- 
commodations are lacking. 

“We believe,” said Col. Charles 
ton, ‘of the George N. Pierce Com- 
pany, “that accommodations will be 
possible when they can run a special 
train along the route and provide 
every accommodation for all.
